By this resolution the President was given 
to understand that his anxions desire that 
Tennessee should be admitted to her place 
in the Union, and her representatives to 
their places in Cong. ess, would not be re- 
alized. That Tennessee must stay out in 
the cold nntil the whole question of recon- 
struction is adjusted, and that whatever 
might he the character of her claims to pe- 
culiar consideration, the veto had effectual ; 
(y precluded any farther special action, and : 
that she mast take her place and her chances 
with the other rebel States.

ductlon of the resolution, in reply to an ap- | 
plication for its postponement, Hr. Stevens

.Newcomb, Buchanan & t Co.’s Es- 
tablishment Burned— Destruction 

of *200 ,000 worth of Groceries. 

One of the most destructive conflsgiu- 
tiona that we have had to record aa occur- 
ring in our city broke out Thursday mo. a 
ing, at three o’clock and twenty minutes, 
in the establishment of Messrs. Newcomb, 
Buchanan & Co., Wall street, between Main 
and the river, the largest grocery house in 
the West. The Are was first discovered by 
, one of the clerks who slept in the third 
story, who immediately gave the alarm, 
wliich was instantly telegraphed to the cera 
tral station. In less than five minutes the 
steam fire engines were at the scene. It 
was a matter of great difficulty to effect an 
entrance Into the building, which was very 
substantially bail;, the doors and windows 
being made of iron. The only person In 
the building at tie time was the porter, 
Henry Gadsden, who woa overcome by 
smoke, and of couse bad his presence ot 
mind greatly affected by the Ocean of flames 
that were hissing and seething about him. 
He made preparations to effect his ceeape 
by throwing hie bed from the window. In- 
tending to leap npon it, but fortunately the 
firemen placed a ladder upon which he 
made his descent to the pavement 

The building was one of the most exten- 
sive in the city, extending from Fourth to 
Bullitt street, and had been built expressly 
for the trade several years since by Messrs. 
Newcomb & Bro. 

The bouse of Newcomb, Buchanan & Co., 
in addition to their immense dealings in 
heavy groceries, are the representatives of 
the Cannellton Cotton Mills, and had in 
store a large quantity of the sheetings, shirt- 
ings, and other products of that factory. 
These were, as was the other stock, entirely 
consumed. 

The total loss by this fire will fall not far 
sbo.-t of 8200,000, which la covered by in- 
rance, in the following companies to the 
amounts enumerated:

The Nannie Byers was * 
on her way to St. Louis from Cincinnati, 
which port-she left on Friday evening, hav- 
ing considerable irelghltont not very many 
passengers, including several families on 
deck, emigrating to Illinois. The C. E. 
Hillman was on her way to Cincinnati from 
this port. as the People’s Line packet, in 
place of the Wild Wagoner. 

The officers of the C E. Hillman who 
were on watch at the time, including Mr. 
Sam Byington, the second clerk, the mate 
and others, all concur in the statement 
that fhc Hillman was in her right*ptace. She 
was ascending the river, near the Kentucky 
shore, 4t S a. m. Saturday, when the Nan- 
nie ByeH, descending, was seen. The pilot 
ofthc Hillman, James Bacon, blew the 
whistle once, the signal to go to the nght, 
which was answered bj Al. Smith, the pilot 
of the Nannie Byedf, vlth two whistles, to 
go to the left. This was a conflict of the 
right ot way, or a misunderstanding, and 
the pilot of the Hillmm again repeated the 
signal — a single blast tf the steam whistle — 
clinging to his orlgbsl position, at the 
1 same moment ordering the engineer to 
Stop the englues, wlich was done, and 
then the bout was backed, or the engines 
were backing water, when the two boats 
came together with fearfnl force, the how 
o 4 the Hillman striking the sides of the 
Nannie Byers on the larboard or left quar - 
ter, just forward of the engines, catting 
through the guards to the hull, overturn - 
ne the boat and causing her to sink almost 
nstsn tly. 

At the moment of the collision it did not 
appear serious, or that it would result fatal- 
ly, as the Nannie Byers was still working 
her engines, the boat running across the 
bow of the Hillman, glancing off, and it 
appeared in the dim light of night that she 
had merely struck a glancing blow, and 
passed on, but the crushing timbers, the 
wreck of matter, and the shrieks of the 
victims, just awakened from fancied secu- 
rity to meet a sudden death by drowning, 
fold of another tearful disaster on our Wes- 
tern waters, a disaster, we fear, attribu- 
table to criminal recklessness, to say the 
least of it ; but as the affair will undergo 
prompt investigation, we withhold com- 
ments. It may have been the result of ac- 
cident, but we think a fearful responsibility 
rests upon some one, and a rigid investiga- 
tion should bring forth the tacts.

The scheme may not entirely be new. 
Laud speculators have formerly in building

lots or farms, binding the persons to im- 
prove and cultivate the same for a number 
of years. Lands adapted for such an enter- 
prise, richly and speedily remunerated the 
companies "for their liberality.

Tbe Buckner Revolution. 

As we have no donbt that the Radicals 
will attempt to make tome little capital,

tially capsized, the passengers and erew 
clinging to the texoa and the hull. The 
officers of the Hillman, by means of the 
yawl, rescued five lady passengers and a 
girl. They also saved all the officers of the 
boat and most of the cabin crew, the only 
ones missing being the barkeeper, Olies 
Goordcr, of Madison, Ind., and a colored 
woman, the chambermaid. It to thought 
that seveial of the crew &n deck, and most 
of the deck passengers, (luckily they were 
few,) were drowned. The latter were fami- 
lies going to Illinois, but us the boats’ books 
were lost, tbo names are nut known. 

The mate of tbe Nunnie Byers, with four 
of bis crew, took the yawl and with tbe as- 
sistance of the HiUm.au attempted to tow 
the boat to shore. They succeeded in get- 
ting her to about opposite the upper end of 
Mqilison, where it lodged, the texas, how- 
ever, aud a portion of the cabin furniture 
and upper works floating off. The Captain 
aud other officers of the Nannie Byers then 
deserted and left the wreck, taking passage 
to Ciuciunati on the C. E. Hillman. Citi- 
zens of Msdhon did all iu their power to 
aid in the rescue, and recovered eight )>odies 
from the wreck, three of which were wo- 
men, and saved one woman by cutting a 
hole through the roof with axes. She was 
able by her voice aud bauds to direct them 
to the spot where she was, but when taken 
ont she had swooned from exhaustion and 
excitement, aud it was feared that life was 
extinct ., 

The steward of the Nannie Byers, Geo. 
Finnell, bad stated that at supper time he 
counted hut twenty-three passengers at the 
table, nine of whom were ladies. From the 
statements of the officers of the Hillman, 
aud others, we are Ted to believe that the 
loss of lib to fer less than had been repre- 
sented. Some estimate the number at four- 
teen, while others think it may reach twen- 
ty. Capt. Byers and his officers all went to 
Cincinnati, where the disaster will uudergo 
investigation before the local inspectors of 
tbad district. The boat was astern wheeler, 
valued at $40,000, and owned, we believe, in 
Cincinnati.
